President Wilson’s proclamation 


issued at Washington last night, re- 
ducing by 30 per cent the anbunt of 
alcoho! and foodstuffs entering into 
the manufacture of beer, will restlt 
in an annual saving of approximate- 
ly 990,000 bushels of barley, corn 
and. rice, worth about $1,675,000, 
in breweries in the St. Louis district, 
according to figures compiled today 
by chemists at the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewery, at the request of the Post- 
Dispatch. 3 

In the nation the annual sav- 
ing in these grains will amount to 
20,130,000 bushels, valued at approxi- 
mately $35,260,000. 

The greatest reduction will be th 
the amount of barley now used in the 
manufacture of beer, the chemists 
say. In the St: Louts district alone 
more than 740,000 bushéls of barley 
will be saved in a one-year period, 
while the reduction in corn and rice 
together will amount to only 250,000 
bushels. In the United States the 
total 15,000,000 
bushels; corn, 4,500,000 bushels, and 
rice, 630,000 bushels. 

To Be Different in Taste. 

Beer made in conformity with the 
new regulations will be different in 
taste, the chemists said, although no 
change would be apparent in color. 
That this difference presented a 
problem to brewers was the opinion 
of August A. Busch, president of 
the Anheuser-Busch company.

The Secretary's statement follows: 

“The Secretary of War announced 
today that all general officers of the 
regular army and the national guard 
are delng examined by\ medica: 
boards and efficiency boards, with 
the view of determining the advis- 
ability of sending them for service 
abroad. 

“The conditions of foreign service 
in this war are unusual severe, re- 
auiring that general officers shall be 
not only adequately grounded in 

itary science and adequately alert 

hysically to acquire rapidly the les- 
sons which the new form of warfare 
requires, but able to endure pro- 
longed hardships. 

“The determinations of these 
boards are impersona] and in the in- 
terest of the success of our armies 
and the welfare both of leaders and 
men, will be affirmed by the depart- 
ment. This policy will no doubt 
commend itself to the people of the 
country as being in the public in- 
terest, and even where it is necessary 
to deny the opportunity for foreign 
service to soldiers of long experience 
it will be understood to imply noth- 
ing in any way. prejudicial to the offi- 
cers involved. 

“Boards of this kind have already 
found some general officers of both 
the regular army and the national 
guard physically disqualified. Such 
findings do not in any way reflect 
upon the past success of the officer 
or upon his present zeal and willing- 
ness'to make personal sacrifices in 
the further service of his country, 
but the question to be determined is 
one of capacity to perform a highly

„Like Portrait Painting. 

“Decoration is portrait painting, 
and no two rooms, really decorated, 
can be alike, any more than two 
women are alike. 

Men spend half to three-fourths 
of their lives in their offices, yet any 
old thing is good enough for them. 
Green walls—and such a green—na- 
ture never saw anything like it,“ he 
wailed. “Some big men know better 
than this. Morgan and Harriman 
had their offices decorated as care- 
fully as their homes. 

“Home,” he continued, is either 
an exhaust pump or a storage bat- 
tery station. You either are re- 
freshed and rested by it, or it takes 
something out of you. I consider all 
the five senses when I decorate a 
room. I try to live over the life of 
my client for a day, and then put 
it in the room.“

I CLEVELAND CAR FARE 


New Schedule Increases Charge 
Less Than One-Third of 2 
Cent Per Ride. 


CLEVELAND, o., Dec. 12.—The 
raise in the Cleveland rate of street 
car fare, which {s to be put into ef- 
fect Friday, will be actually less than 
one-third of a cent per ride. 
he new fare schedule provides 
‘that the fare, if paid in money, shall 
be 4 cents, that car tickets shall be 
sold at three for 10 cents (3 1-3 cents 
per ride), and that the charge for 
such transfers as are not free shall 


pe 1 cent, but that the cent shall be 


‘rebated to the passenger when he 
leaves the car to which he transfers. 
| Present Fare Schedule. 

The fare schedule now in opera- 
tion, under the sliding scale fixed in 
the franchise ordinance under which 
the street railway company is op- 


erating, puts the cash fare at 3 cents, 


with tickets the same price (five for 
15 cents), and a charge of 1 cent 
each is made for such transfers as 
are not free, with no rebate. 

At present, with cash and ticket 
fare exactly the same, 95 per cent of 
Cleveland's street car users buy tick- 
ets, purely as a matter of conven- 
‘fence, because the tickets are easier 
to carry than pennies. It is expect- 
ed by both city and street railway of- 
‘ficials that with an advantage of 2-3 
cent in favor of tickets under the 
‘new schedule, cash fares will virtual- 
ly cease to exist. 

The effect of the change would be 
to raise the rate of fare from 3 
cents to 3 1-3 cents, if transfers were 
not taken into consideration. But 
about 36 per cent of the fare-paying 
passengers riding on the Cleveland 
street railway lines purchase trans- 
fers, the other 64 per cent either re- 
ceiving free transfers or using none. 
In the year 1916 the Cleveland Street 
Railway Co. derived an income from 
the sale of unrebated transfers of 
$843,926.76. So that the actual rate 
raise will amount to 1-3 cent, less 
this amount of money divided by the 
number of fare-paying passengers 
carried. In 1916 the number of these 
was 375,382,748. 

Will Ask for further Increase.

PRSONERS IN GERMANY 


Showing Types of First U. S. 
Soldiers Captured. , 


BY TH MAS MARVIN JOHNSON, 


IN FRANCE, Dec. 11.—German 
newspapers are publishing photo- 
graphs of) the first American priton- 
ers of war, the infantrymen captured 


The photographs which the German 
War Office took are captioned, 
“Types of our first American prison- 
ers“ They show five Americans sur- 
rounded by a score or more German 
soldiers, including a few officers. The 
Americans are in their own uniforms, 
two still wearing helmets, the otners 


Evidently they were unwilling to 
be photographed for not a single raan 
looks straight at the camera. The 
Germans, however, crowded forward 
so as to be sure to get into the pic-, 
ture. It can be said truthfuliy that 
the captured appear to greater ad- 
vantage than the captors. Anyone but 
a German examiming the picture 
would unhesitatingly say the Ameri- | 
cans look like real soldiers, erect and 
manly, while the Germans are decid- 
edly a weedy lot. A number of the 
undersized ones, in particular, is al- 
most extinguished by his coal scuttie 
trench helmet. The Germ officors 
are rather better than their men, 
excepting one, with exactly the same 
invisible chin and foxlike nose as the 
Crown Prince. 

German newspapers also publish 
pictures of the parade of the New 
York National Guard, which are. 80 
manipulated as to show gaps be- 
tween battalions, giving the impres- | 
sion of a handful of men. The cap- 
tion informs the German people that | 
the picture proves that the United 
States army_is not so large as has 
been represented. Another picture of 
President Wilson leading a prepared- 
ness parade is entitled, The Greatest. 
of All the War Lords.” It is shown 
in furtherance of the propaganda 
that the American President is the 
only obstacle to peace. 

The Knights of Columbus have 
been recognized officially by Gen. 
Pershing and placed on equal footing 
with the Red Cross, Young Men's 
Christian Association and Salvation 
Army as authorized workers among 
the soldiers of the American expedi- 
tionary forces. The organization will 
start work here immediately, in the 
meantime perfecting a large organi- 
zation in the United States.

Lake, Minn., Spends Weeks 
on Hospital Floor After 
Accident. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 12.—Just 
what an Indian will endure despite 
handicaps of age and infirmities was 
iNustrated by a letter received by the 
Associated Press here from Fred A. 
King, Indian agent at Cass Lake, 
Minn. Mr. King had been asked to 
report on the condition of Ga-be- 
nah-gewn-wonce, 127 years old, and 
he replied as follows: 

“T am in receipt of yours relating 
to the aged Indian known as Ga-be- 
nah-gewn-wonce, also known as 
John Smith by those who are unable 
to pronounce his Indian name. 

“No events have transpired in his 
life during the last two years worthy 
of being added to the sketch written 
for the Associated Press, except per- 
haps the fact that shortly after the 
sketch was prepared he was run over 
by a switch engine in the Great 
Northern Raflroad yards. here. He 
was badly shaken and was picked up 
and taken to our local hospital for 
treatment. He refused tc.occupy a 
bed while in the hospital and, rolling 
himself up in,a blanket, he laid on 
the floor during all the two weeks 
he was in the hospital.

I saw one of the largest of the 
navel colliers, which has several 
times crossed the Atlantic since 
America's entry into the war, that 
had a very simple scheme of cam- 
ouflage in which only grays were 
used.

in a general way we may say that 
the cause for taking an ordinary 
cold is lowering of the temperature 
of the blood, either locally or gen- 
erally. If @ person has been per- 
spiring from exercise and sits down 
and lets the wind blow on bim he 
soon begins to feel chilly. While he 
was exercising, his muscles were 
generating heat. For a muscle gen- 
erates heat. just as a dynamo gen- 
erates electricity. By its action, 
heat is generated, just as by the 
revolution of the armature of the 
dynamo electricity ie generated 
| and, in fact, in a very similar way: 

not in the way 4 stove generates 


dynamo generates electricity. If a 
person perspires when exercising. it 
is because he generates more heat 
than is needed to keep the body 
warm, so it is necessary that the 
body should be cooled, and perspira- 
tion is simply the effort ot the body 
to cool itself off. Bathing the skin 
with water and allowing the water 
to evaporate also have the effect 
of cooling the skin. Now, when the 
perspiring individual ceases to ex- 
ercise and sits down, the effect is 


ing out a light. The extra gonera- 
tion of heat ceases, so the evapora- 
tion goes on without any extra 
heat being produced, because the 
skin is wet and the clothing con- 
tains moisture and the evaporation 
causes a chilling of the body. It 
takes but a few minutes to produce 
this result; then in order to warm 
the body up, the muscles are set 
into spasmodic contraction, There 
are shivering and sneezing, which 
are signs of a kind of general spaem. 
When one sneezes; he does not 
sneeze with his nose; but through 
it. It is the entire body that is 
exercising. Every muscle contracts. 
The feet are lifted from the floor. 
There is a jump of the whole body. 
It would be quite tmpossible to ho 

anything steady in your hand when 
you sneezs; but the motion is par- 
ticularly a the expiratory muscles. 
There is a sudden contraction of 
these muscles, with an explosive et- 
fort of nature to warm the body up. 
When you sneese, you say, “Oh! I 
am taking cold.” That ts a mistake. 
You have taken cold. Your tem- 
perature hag been lowered and you 
already have the cold, and the mus- 
cular syasm is the effort of nature 
to cure it. Now if you want to 
help Nature, the best way is to keep 
right on exercising. You feel a 
little st@ver here and there, and you 
feel chilly. Now set your muscles 
to work as hard as you can. That 
is the quickest way to stop the 
shivering. Certainly one can pre- 
vent himself from taking cold. One 
gits in church and a draft blows 
on the back of his neck. He says: 
“I am going to get a cold, I shall 
rave @ stiff neck tomorrow.” You 
do not need to have a cold.

SPEED, NOT DELAY. 
We agree with Senator Reed that provision 
should be made for the military training of all 
American men beginning at the age of 18. How 


tem in view of the necessity of rushing the train- 
ing of drafted men for active service in the field 
is a question of expediency. We have about 
5,000,000 men available for this purpose under 
the draft and every year about 600,000 men are 
added to those of the present draft age for whose 
registration legal provision should be made. 

We do not agree that young men under 21 
should be called to the colors for active service. 
If we utilize all the men of draft age we will not 
need to call the boys into service. They should 
be permitted to complete their education and 
training for life work in conjunction with training 
for military service. It will be time to talk of 
calling immature youths to the colors when the 
supply of men is exhausted. Our first task is 
to get registered men ready for active service at 
the earliest possible moment. 

We agree with Senator Reed that “it is time 
the war should be the supreme and the only 
thought in the mind of Congress.” 

When the Senator talks of delay in war prep-. 
arations let him bear in mind that Congress is 
not guiltiess in delaying to give the President 
and his aids the powers necessary to carry on 
successfully the gigantic job of preparing for 
and eo the war. He himself is not 
guiltless. 

Senator Reed is right in urging speed on the 
part of all governmental agencies but he is wrong 
in trying to prove by speech, correspondence and 


posing the legislation for food and fuel control. 
He intimates that food and fuel control is a 
failure. He quotes the President as testifying 
to its failure; whereas, the President did nothing 
more than to say that the food control law did 
not go far enough and that Congress should 
authorize an extension of control to enable the 
Government to set limits to prices of all articles 
now the subject of profiteering. 

The real test of food control so far as we have 
it is to compare what it has accomplished with 
what could have happened without any control 
of food or fuel.

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HAT the war has done to the 
housewife’s dollar is graph- 


ically shown by the accom- 
ranying charts, which were prepared 
by a certified public accountant. The 
dollar of 1914, he says, is now only 
worth about 57 cents when it is used 
for buying the necessities of life. 

“This means,” observed the ac- 
countant, “that the war has entered 
every home in the United States and 
practically every home in the world. 
No matter what the sentiments of 
the household may be, whether they 
are pro-peace or pro-German—usu- 
ally the same thing—or just plain 
American, the household is helping 
to pay for the war. 

“The decrease in the dollar, as 
shown by the charts, is based upon 
50 articles of food of all kinds, but 
does not include sugar, a commodity 
which, although of importance, is 
not as significant as others. 
therefore, is eliminated, its price hav- 
ing increased to such an extent tha 
it: would be unfair to compare it with 
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the other and more used necessities 
of life. 

“While the charts are only based 
on food, it must be remembered that 
practically everything. necessary to 
our existence has increased ‘in price. 
Many of these increases are greater 
in proportion than the various items 
of food, thereby further decreasing 
the purchasing. power of. that 1914 
dollar. Causes for the eret increase 
are too well known to need mention 
they are all covered by the one 
word, war. Interruption of produc- 
tion, many millions of men taken 
from peaceful pursuits and placed on 
the firing line, leaving one or two to 
do the manufacturing and agricul- 
tural work formerly done by 10, are 
real reasons that our dollar has so 
woefully lost power. 

“When a proper peace is con- 
cluded, and only then, can we ex- 
ipect to see the dollar begin t 
climb back to its former high stand- 
ard. In the meantime, for the dura- 
tion of the war, we must buckle ae 
| belts tighter and save everywhere we 
| can.” .
